Bowles directed the price 
hikes last week, saying they 
were ncccflsary because of the 
higher prices farmers arc pay- 
ing for dairy feed and because 
of "app-trent congressional 
(ietcrmination to slash food 
Bub.-iidies." 

In addition to the milk price 
hike, Bowles authorized in- 
creases of about H cents a 
pound for butter, and about 
b\x cents for cheddar cheese. 
OPA expects to put these Into 
effect next week. 

Bowles has predicted further 
"sharp" rbea for dairy products If 
congrcEH finally slashes funds for 
food siiljsldles- 

Rationing la Sterei? 

SImullaneously Bowles revealed 
I hat the government Is considering 
rationing ot bread to retail stores 
(but not to consumers directly). 

He said the government study In- 
volves rationing of wheat stocka to 
millers, of flour to bakeries and of 
bread to retail shops. He told the 
senato'a small business committee 
that any rationing of bread to the 
consumer would be extrmcly dif- 
ficult.

THOUGHT AND THE ATOM 

"Tlic urilL'iwIiuti powLT of the atom tins 
chiingi'd cvfrythltiK save our modes ol thlnk- 
iiiR," .snid Dr. Albert Eitifllcln In an uppcnl 
lor ii fuiitl ol $200,000 10 be usvi\ in a cam- 
paign lo aroiisi? the world to the (net thut we 
arc drUtlng "lownrd unparalleled ciitQslro- 
phe." 

At Urst tfiotjffht, It mlgtit seem Ihnl it 
would not be neces.sary to spend a slx-flgtii 
sum to arouse In mankind the baalc emotion 
ol fear. The literate world knows enough 
about the atomic bomb to be frlGhtened of it. 
The posiibllKles of "unparalleled catastro' 
phe" have been expounded endlesaly. 

And yet the history of the past 10 months 
makes It seem llkciy thnt Dr. Einstein and his 
distinguished collengues who make up the 
emergency committee of atomic sclentUUs 
would have dlfflculLy In changing our modes 
of thinking even with 10 times $200,000. 

Men fear the aLomlc bomb, to be sure. But 
they do not (ear It as a present peril. Face to 
lace with danger, men act Instinctively to 
protect themselves. But, though the atomic 
bomb Is with us now and as capable ol being 
used today as It was 10 months ago, it has 
summoned up no widespread and Instinctive 
demand lor Immediate defense. 

Rather, most men seem to fear atomic 
power as they fear death— and that, at thi 
moment, la all atomic power means. It means 
simultaneous death for thousand.^, perhaps 
minions, perhaps even for most of the human 
race. But It also means Individual destruc- 
tion. And that la probably how the majority 
thinit of It. "Will It kill us?" 

Many of us— perhaps most of u.'i— aufler 
the fortunate lack of logic thai permits us tt 
Imagine that wo can postpone death by post- 
poning our thinking about It. By that very 
lack ol logic we can strive more and enjoy 
more, perhaps, and avoid adding a great deal 
of morbid anxiety to this already anxious 
world. 

But that lack of logic is one reason why it 
haa/taken mankind such a long and painful 
tlme^ to learn to protect Itself from danger 
and death which are potential but not Im- 
minent. The healthy, vigorous human sees 
no need for a medical checkup. The motorist 
and the industrial worker know that danger 
lurks on the highway and In the machine. 
But UiB feeling that "it can't happen to me" 
Is strong. Thus needless pnln and death re- 
cur In spite ol the lncrea.slng effort and ac- 
cumulating wisdom of science and engineer- 
ing. 

Dr, Einstein and his colleagues plan a na- 
tionwide campaign "to let people know that a 
new type of thinking essential It mankind 
Is to survive," That, Indeed, is a democratic 
approach. But it also may Involve a longer 
process than the situation permits. 

Might it not be better for the scientists to 
concentrate their efforts upon this and other 
governments, and upon the still unformed 
United Nations group which Is to control 
atomic energy? It Ls at these high leveU that 
the steps must be taken to save the world 
from the power which science has loosed and 
lor which II feels an acute accusing responsi- 
bility. To change the mode of thinking 
among men at these high levels will be a hard 
enough tAsk. 



WHAT ABOUT OUR HIGHWAYS? 
Granted that Idaho Is a vacationists' para^ 
disc and that this state could well afford to 
advertise Its scenic attractions and outdoor 
flports, those whe are now encouraging such 
a publicity campaign should keep one thing 
In mind. 

Our highways, for some unexplalnable 
reason, are In such a deplorable condition 
that It would he foollsli to encourage tourist 
traffic Into Idaho at this time. It would make 
us the laughing atock of the country. 

Tourists who have had occasion to drive 
through Buch nearby states as Washington, 
Oregon, Nevada and Utah cannot understand 
why Idaho, by comparison, presents such a 
network ol no-good roads. These same tour- 
IfiU have observed that In spite of the con- 
dition of our roads, there seems to be no 
apparent effort to repair or rebuild them. 
Road machinery Just isnt much in evidence 
and nearly everyone la wondering why. 

So before we go too far in urging tourists 
to come to Idaho, we had better find out 
what has happened to our highway depart- 
ment. From all Indications, It has been asleep. 

An BgTlouIture department spokesman aays 
hens thataren't producing an egg every other 
day should be eaten. Either they lay for us— 
or well lay for them.
